None have reaſon to regard the 
world; wherein we -have nothiy 
good and. permanent, but a. vale, of 
vanity and vexation of mind, (quia 
nemo ſua ſcrte contentus) no man is 
content with his own eſtate; It is a 
vital Labyrinth,and confuſed Chaos, 
affording us nothing but fraud, folly, 
and fleſhly ſenſuality. All things in 
it'offend us : the Fire burns us, the 
water drowns us, the Heat grieves 


toilſome, the Night uncomfortable, 
| and 
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us, the Cold hurts us : the Day is 
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and we can endure' no dolorous 
thing ; ſo the time. we live in this 
world cannot be accounted Life, but 
a living Death, Our wretched re- 
maining here is ſuch, that our time 
daily diminiſheth, and our troubles 
increaſe. All that have been born, 
are born,or ſhall be born, arein this 
life miſerable ; all croſt with cares,

J 
men, a ſhadow of life, a Sepulchre | 
of the living, a companion of the- I 
Dead,a diffolution of all: thereſt of | 
travels, the end of idle defires. and. | 
vain delights, the ſcourge of evil, {| 
the reward of the good, the final |} 
endof all fleſh ; of all thoſe infinite- | 
tiumbers that are dead, none ever | 
| returned to complain of death, and | 
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' . of thoſe few that live,moſt complain 
of Life. There is no King, Prince, 
Poor, Sick, or whole, nor any vo- 
Cation contented ; but the dead in 
their Graves are in peace and 
ret : and though we have ſorrow 
and vexation of life, yet we ſhall 
have joy and conſolation after death.

ſeeing we can carry nothing with us . 
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all delight, and reading Plats's Book Y 
againſt death, caſt himſelf into the 
"Sea. Cirenio read ſuch Leſſons to } 
deſpiſe death,that many of his hear- 
ers (being Heathens) killed them-- 
ſelves. Diogenes defired to die, but 
cared not for burial. LZampaſcus } 
dying, was demand:d where he 
would be buried,he anſwered,where 
they would : for the way to Heaven. 
was every where. Thezamius died 
with a worthy mind ; for being com- 
manded to death by Thirty Tyrants, Vi 
he took the poiſoned Cup,and thirit- 
ingly drank it off; and then laugh- 
ing at them for ſo pleaſuring him, 
ſaid, they made him happy by put- 
ting himto death; with the like mind 
died the worthy Gracchus. So died 
the famous Spartane, and greatly 
rejoyced he ſhould be diſſolved from 
_ the bondage ofthe world. V Vhenit 
was told Lucius, his Son was ſlain at 
the wars, he rejoycing ſaid, To that 
purpoſe I begot him, The ho an- 

wer 
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ſwer made the Rowan Matron,when 
ſhe heard her Sons were ſlain : ſhe 
not.ſorrowing, ſaid, Iam glad I bore 
them to dic ſo worthily for their 
Country. 

Creſphontw ran to his death;to de- 
liver his Country : Curtims leapt in- 
to the gulf to preſerve Rome: Semvols 
loſt his hand, to ſave the City : Me- 
necrs killed himſelf to free his Na- 
tive Soil : ſo did Harmitn, Codrus, 
Ariſtogiton, Epaminondas, and di- 
vers others. The Temple at Delphgg, 
where the Oracle of Apo'lo was, for 
want of reparation: fell down to the 
ground; then Triphon, and Aga- 
medo, two noble perſons of Greece, 
wiſe and rich, as well with the labor 
of their perſons, as great expence 
of their goods, built the Temple a- 


Apolloſaid to them, He well remem:- 


them todemand andfhing in reward 


gain; when.it was fully finiſhed, 
bered their g00d ſervice, any willed 
| thereof, and it ſhould be pranced : 
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They ſaid, Miſerable man hath not Þ] 
power to eſchew the evil, 'or chuſe 
the good, and therefore they deft- 
red him to give them the belitthing 
might be given to man, and mot 
profittble for man.

St, Edward King of Engzland, 
much reverenced St. Fohn, and one 
day coming from Weſtminſter from 
Service, a poor man came to him;

give him ſomething : the King gave 
to him his Ring off his finger : with- 
in few days after,two Pilgrims came 
from Feruſalem, within two miles of 
it, met a poor man who asked them 
what Country men they were, they 


| faid Engliſhmen; he then ſaid to 


them.when you come home, Ipray 
you tell King Edward, tha St, Fob

|. -Prieſts and Officers of the Templk 
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doth thank him for the Ring he gave 
for his fake : and gave them a Ring, 
and defired them to deliver it unto 
the King and tell him, that St. Fobn 
ſent it him; and the richeſt gift 
that could be given to man, that is, 
the twelfth day after the receipt 
thereof, he ſhould be in Heaven, 
The Pilgrims received the Ring and 
departed : by and by they were ſo 
heavy, they were inforced to lie 
down and fleep: when as they a- 
waked, they found themſelves in 
another Country, and demanding of 
a Shepherd where they were, found 
they were in Kent in England; then 
they went to the King, being Chriſt 
mas Even, and delivered the King 
the Ring and the Meſſage, which the 
King received, fell ſick on St. Fohn'; 
day,and died on twelfday. 

The Greeks had a cuſtom, that 
when they offered any Sacrifice, t 


were carried ; for if their fect toud 
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morning, both found dead :: then 
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e1 the ground, they might not offer 
Sacrifice, It chanced that a holy 


' Nun, of the Goddeſs Funo, going 


in her Chariot to the Temple, the 
beaſts that drew it dyed, whenſhe 


was ten miles from the Temple, 


which her two Sons, Cleobss and 
Bitton ſeeing, and knowing that 
their Mother muft not go on foot, 
and that there were no. other 
Beaſts to be gotten, yoked them- 
ſelves and drew the Chariot with 
their Mother to the Temple : every 
one praiſed them greatly for it, and 
ſaid they deſerved to be recompen- 


ſed with great rewards, After the | 
Feaſt ended,their Mother deſiring to + 


requite their kindneſs, with tears be- 
ſought the Goddeſs uno, to give 


her Children the beſt piltaghgods 
could give to their Friends ; which 
the Goddeſs promiſed ſhe would do
